Each Customer Must Deposit at Teast
100 Marks and Always Keep His
Balanco Up to That Amount—Pres
cautions Agninst Loss,

The German government has decld-
&d to establish a postal check system
modeled after the Austrian  system.
The government proposed the intro-
duction of postal checks eight years
ago but the relchstag demuanded cer-
tain conditions which the government
was unwilling to acceplt. The present
system s to be put Into operation by
decree, which will remaln In force till
1911. This wiN give the government
time to accumulate sufliclent data to
serve As the basis for a general law
on the subject. At present It I3 in-
tended to open check oflices in only
nine of the larger citles. These are
Berlin, Breslau, Cologne, Dantele,
Frankfort, Hamburg, Hanover, Kuarls-
rube and Leipsic,

Each person wishing to avail him-
self of the check system regularly must
deposit 100 marks and always keep
his balance up to that sum. He re-
ceives 4 numboer for his account, which
must be used on all his checks. Pay-
ments to his account may be made not
only by other account holders, but by
any other person al any postofMice in
the imperial system., Payments upon
arcount may be made by means of so
called pay eards, by ordlnary postoffice
maoney orders, or by means of transfer
arders from other accounts.

An-account holder can ask to have
all moneys recelved at the postoffice
for him carried to his account. He
can draw agalnst his account in mak-
Ing payment to other account holders
or to outsiders, In the latter case the
postoflice will send the to the
receiver through a messenger. Small
fees will be l:h;';;ml for various forms
of service In connection with Lhe serv.
ice, They are placed just high enough
to cover the cstimated cost of opera-
tion, Checks cannot be Indorsed apd
pussed from one person to another,
